II. REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE: 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Formal drawings filed on April 19, 2001 are acceptable. 

3. The prior art does not expressly teach or render obvious the invention as recited 
in independent claims 1, 9, and 17. 

4. Lincke et al. (U.S. 6,379,259) teaches a method for providing metadata within a 
character stream for encoding into one or more metatags information regarding display 
rendering for at least one character in a character stream; inserting the tags into the 
character stream by spelling at least one tag identifier as described in independent claims 
1, 9, and 17 [see col. 25, lines 41-56, col.26, lines 31-67, col.29, lines 1 1-52]. However, 
the claimed "inserting one or more metatag separator characters between adjacent 
metatags if more than one metatag has been inserted without Unicode intervening 
between adjacent metatags, thereby producing a modified Unicode character stream

having separator-delimited metadata embedded within it", when taken in the context of 
the claims as a whole, was not uncovered in the prior art teachings. 

Nor were references uncovered that would have provided a basis of evidence for 
asserting a motivation that one of ordinary skill level in the art at the time the invention, 
was made, knowing of a method for providing metadata within a Unicode character 
streams in this specific environment, would have integrated or modified to teach the 
method for providing metadata within a Unicode character streams with the specific 
features as recited in the context of independent claims 1, 9, and 17. 

Dependent claims are allowed as they depend upon allowable independent claims.
